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Elba Hospital 
Holds ‘Disaster 
Drill’ Tuesday 


_In case of a disaster, 
Elba General Hospital is 
ready to swing into action 
to aid victims, 

Administrator, lowell 
Banton said the hospital’s 
emergency capabilities 
were put to the test lues- 
day October 13, 1970 when 
staff members in all de- 
partments participated in 
a “‘disaster drill,’’ an ac- 
tual simulation of what 
would be required of hos- 
pital in case of such an 
occurance, 


In addition to Elba Ge- 
neral Hospital, local Po- 
lice Department and Elba 
Rescue Squad activated di- 
Saster preparedness pro- 
grams, 


The drill Tuesday at Elba 
General Hospital was one 
in a series of disaster 
drills held by hospitals 
statewide, timed at 4;00 
P, M, to test emergency 
capabilities, Several hos- 
vitals and facilities in nei- 
ghboring states also par- 
ticipated in the drill. 


Mr. Benton said the ‘‘Di- 
saster Drill’ procedure is 
the most effective way to 
test hospital’s ability to 
respond to an emergency, 
“T am well pleased with 
the performance of Elba 
General Hospital staff 
members during Tuesday’s 
operations,’’ he said. 


Heading the program of 
statewide coordination was 
Duane T, Houtz, Adminis- 
trator, Baptist Medical 
Center - Montclair, Bir- 
mingham,. He said the co- 
operation of hospitals and 
other emergency facilities 
across the state is amajor 
step toward the coordi- 
“nation of facilities on a 
regional statewide basis, 
Kenneth Hudson is the co- 
ordinator of the disaster 
drill at Elba General Hos- 
pital.

Lill explained that evi- 
dence brought to the crime 
lab for analysis would be 
handled by the state ex- 
perts in that field, How- 
ever, operations could be 
observed by students, 

“This is the best thing 
that could happen to our 
police science depart- 
ment,’’ Lill said, ‘“‘It will 
provide an excellent op- 
portunity for education and 
training in collection, 
handling and preservation 
of evidence,”’ 

Lill, former FBI agent 
who joined the ESJC staff 
this fall, is also training 
director for Region VII of 
the Alabama Law Enforce- 
ment Agency,
